The 
Hungarians served a roasted 
pig 'with a four-leaf clover 
or an apple in its mouth, as 
vhe chief article of food. 
Greek women made “Basil 
Cakes” for the F<'ast of St. 
Basil which falls on Januarj- 
1. Tliey dre.ssed in their be.st 
attire and tile wealthy 
ladies, when baking such 
cakes, don their finest jew¬ 
elry. 

In County Antrim. Ireland, 
bannocks witJi lioles in them 
like our doughnuts are 
made. Tlie Scots prepared 
“hot pot," spiced, sweetened 
ale, sometimes with, spirits 
added. When the clock 
struck midnight, the family 
drank together. Tlie.n tliey 
carried the pot outside a.nd 
shared the contents with 
tiheir neighbors.

(kince. The word “wassail” ; 
comes from the old Gaelic ■ 
words for good health. The ' 
groat bowl was pas.sed ' 
around, and each wished his I 
companions “W'as Hael!” Af- * 
ter drinking this in their 1 
homes, tliey took thp bowl ' 
out with a good supply of 1 
cakes, .and offered such re¬ 
freshments to their friends. 

In tho British Isles, a 
young person rushed to the 
well to bo the first to drink 
from it at the advent of the 
,ne\v year. Tiiis was a sign of 
future good- times. The Peo¬ 
ple of Coventry were known 
for their “god-cakes.” .small 
triangular mlnco pies, gi-w.n 
as presents. In Northumber¬ 
land neigiibors often gath¬ 
ered to drink wine, served 
with rich cakes. 

Hollanders dra.nk hot 
.spiced wine, and ate apple 
fritters and their traditional 
doughnuts. Fish is eaten in 
Germany to increase one’s 
riches, anid- also white cab- 
b.ago, .symbolic of silver 
money, and carrots, symbol¬ 
ic of gold. 

Swabian women make 
rings of bread, emblematic 
of the year’s cycle. 

Wlien whipped cream is 
served in Switzerland on 
this day, it is proper to drop 
a bit on the floor, and lot 
it remain', as a symbol of 
“fatness and richness.” 

In some parts of the woild 
people believe that a full 
salt shaker foretels a good 
year. India serves only .new 
foods at this date, as they 
think the cooking of .new 
rice assures prosperity. Rice 
cakes are used in New Year 
offerings in Ceylon. The Chi- 
ne.se refrain from rice and 
the Gennans from dump¬ 
lings on New Year’s Day. 

B-ulgarian women bake 
cakes with, center lioles. At 
midnight, on New Year’s 
E\’e, boys knocl? on doors, 
then sing song. The youths 
receive cakes, which they 
slip on long sticks. Sweets 
are served in Albania, to be 
sure of a year of sweetness. 
There is also a cake with a 
coin in it and the finder will 
be lucky Ihroughout tlie new 
year. At midnight who.n an 
Armenian family gathers for 
Ihe blessing of the grand¬ 
mother, or the oldest mem¬ 
ber of the family, all enjoy 
a feast of fruit, candies, and 
cakes. 

Some of the findings ob¬ 
tained to date from the fa¬ 
mous American Cancer So¬ 
ciety’s Cancer Prevention 
Study are that death rates 
from coronary heart diseases, 
and other arterial disea.ses 
are higher among smokers, 
obese people, people who 
don’t execise, and people 
with a history of hyperten¬ 
sion and diabetes.

Citing a TV talk show aimed at finding oul where 
Washington iiberals send their children to school, Lasky 
says that tlie moderator could find only one liberal presi¬ 
dential hopeful. Senator Henry .laekson of the State of 
Washington, who keeps his offspring in Washington’s 
largely black school system. The others prefer private 
schools. 

Although these liberals usually attack President 
Nixon’s opposition to full-scale busing as an integration 
tool, not one, according to Lasky was willing to be inter¬ 
viewed on the show. 

One iiberal columnist, at least did appear; and ad¬ 
mitted frankly that he, too, preferred private schools. Ho 
was ((uoted as saying in explanation that although he be¬ 
lieves in integrated schools and busing, “Nobobdy wants 
to make their children pay for their own social philo¬ 
sophy.” 

It took a kind of courage to say that. The implication 
is clear: that it depends upon whose children are involved 
when we seek to apply our social theories. 

By no means are the Washington liberals alone in 
their distrust of the Washington school system. Plenty of 
conservatives are with them. It’s just that the liberals 
preach so much; then in so many prominent cases don’t 
practice their own preachments. 


Politics At Work? 

With the approach of winter, the 1972 Presidential 
sweepstakes get underway in earnest, especially for those 
entries wearing the silks of the Democratic Party, which 
has a full field of aspirants for the top prize. 

Two races early in the New Year will give the country 
a clearer idea of the staying power of at least four of 
the leading Democratic candidates — Senators Muskie, 
McGovern and Jackson and Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty, 
a perennial darkhorse, longshot and spoiler. 

These two claiming races will be held within one 
week of each other in early March amid the ice and snow 
of New Hampshire and under the benign Florida sun. 
And on the morning of March 15, with both results on 
the tote board, the gainers and losers will be clearly 
delineated. 

Or, perhaps, they will still be tightly packed heading 
for the turn at the Illinois primary on March 21. 

Senator Muskie, who picked up California support 
the other day in the form of an endorsement from Cali¬ 
fornia’s Senator John Tunney, needs to make a good 
showing in New Hampshire if he is to retain his position 
as front runner. Senator McGovern, on the other hand, 
requires a tremendous result if he is to remain a v'iable 
candidate, since his Gallup percentage continues low. 

Jackson and Yorty, appealing to the center-right 
voters of the party, could kill each other off in New 
Hampshire, although Jackson will get a second chance 
in Florida in a race where his stance on law-and-order, 
a strong U. S. defense system and on bread and butter 
issues will have wide appeal. 

Muskie, with his soft-sell delivery, will offer Jackson 
a tough race in Florida, while if would appear that 
McGovern’s chances there are slender. He may be the 
first of the three senators mentioned to pull up lame. 

In the meantime, from the paddock Senators Hum¬ 
phrey and Kennedy will be watching these races through 
keen and speculative eyes. As will Conpessman Wilbur 
Mills, the House Ways and Means committee chairman, a 
recognized expert on taxes and the economy, and a pos¬ 
sible late entry. 

Our primary races require sound planning, endurance 
and popular appeal for the winner to reach the big 
stakes race next November. For better or worse, that s 
how the race is run. 


Nineteen seventy-one has 
been anythin^i but a cheer¬ 
ing year for America.ns co.r:- 
corned about their coai.ntry’s 
economic health and the 
survival of a free .society. It 
was a year i,n which both 
economic principles and 
fundamentals of fore i g n 
policy were abandoned'. 

As the year drew to an 
end, co,nfidonce in the U.S. 
dollar ebbed rapidly in the 
world’s money markets. The 
Secretary of the Treasury 
an.nounced, while on a Eur¬ 
opean trip, that the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to de¬ 
value the dollar — Oiuce the 
symbol of Americ a’s 
strength. 

It was only a short time 
ago that the United States 
was the arsenal of demo¬ 
cracy, the rebiuilder of a free 
Europe, the hope of captive 
peoples i,n the commu.nist 
world an'd the strongest na¬ 
tion on earth. All that has 
oha.nged in a brief historical 
period. 

’Tlie U.S. dollar .no longer 
i.r in demand because people 
around the world ■no longer 
have faith in' the future of 
the United States. They 
aren’t convinced that our 
people have the slaying 
power necessary for groat- 
.ness. They see that the A- 
rnorican people won’t put 
their fiscal house in order 
but, instead are moving very 
rapidly towards tlie type of 
welfare state that proved so 
disastrous for Groat Britain 
after World War II. , 

The nations of the world 
are aware of the deteriora¬ 
tion of America’s armed 
forces at a time when the 
Soviets are increasing their 
armaments as fa,st as pos¬ 
sible. They take note of the 
racial strife in the U.S. 7th 
Army in Europe and the ap¬ 
palling ndaxation of disci¬ 
pline and turn to permis- 
sivone.ss t h r o.u gho-ut the 
Army. Tiliey are aware that 
the U.S. government places 
its hopes on negotiations 
with the Soviet Union, des¬ 
pite the fact that the Soviets 
arm while they talk. 

The decline of the to,u.gh, 
bold American spirit is mir¬ 
rored in ma.ny ways. A.n.d 
the world gets the picture. 
Contempt for the United 
States was evidenced most 
strikingly by the glee at the 
United Nations when free 
China was expelled. 

Unque.stionably, the most 
dramatic a,n.d disturb i n g 


change in foreign policy in 
1971 was the Nixon admin¬ 
istration’s about-face on Red 
China. 

After a quarter-cx'ntury of 
containing Chi.ne.se com- 
muni.sm, the U.S. .now is 
seeking a .n accx)modation 
with one of the most da,n- 
gerous and' brutal regimes in 
modern history. Almost over- 
.night, American magazines 
and television channels arc 
overflowing with arti cl e s 
about the “new” China. It is 
fashionable now to .see ,no 
evil insofar as Peking is 
concerned. It is apparent 
that the United States is 
moving towards appease¬ 
ment on a colossal scale. 
America’s long role as the 
major Pacific power is 
drawing to an end. Red 
China is likely to achieve 
by political firmness a,nd 
image-building what Imper- 
ial Japan could .not accom¬ 
plish at Pearl Harbor. 

Truly, the American .na¬ 
tion is i.n disarray. At home, 
our willingness to work as 
we did in the past is the 
loot of our econ'omic trouble. 
Powerful unions represe,nt a 
state within a state, a coun¬ 
ter-authority to the author¬ 
ity of government. During 
our period' of grcato.st eco¬ 
nomic crisis, our seaports 
were .shut down. President 
George Mea.ny of the AFL- 
CIO allowed the President of 
the United States to address 
the union delegates but 
treated him in a,n irvsulting 
manner. On docks a,n'd in 
factories tend in many areas 
of work, unions use what 
ca,n only be described as 
privileged' violence against 
busincs.s, government and 
■workers who do ,not wa.nt to 
■bow to the lU.nion bosses. As 
Arthur Krock said .not lo.ng 
ago: “The picket line is .now 
the supreme law of the 
land.” 

In the Congress there is 
a commendable revolt a- 
gainst foreign aid. But the 
demogogic elements con - 
tinue to demand that good¬ 
ies be lavished on the least 
productive sectors of our so¬ 
ciety. Favoritism for the idle 
is politically fashiona b 1 c 
and the principal device of 
tho.se seeking public office. 

The United States has 
never had .such need for 
authentic leadership, but 
there is little to be found. 
When Preside,nt Nixon a.n'- 
nounced his mission to Pek-

Still Many Questions 
Regarding Economic Control 
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I’he second period of econ¬ 
omic cojitrol has been in' ef¬ 
fect .nearly a month now, 
but many persons are still 
uncf'rtain how the system 
applies io them, the Internal 
Revenue Service said. 

“In our Los Angeles of¬ 
fice alone we are receiving 
3,000 inquirieis each week,” 
,Tohn Ader, the IRS Assista.nt 
Director for Stabilization in 
Southern California, said to¬ 
day. 

Ader cited a case which, 
exemplifies several common 
areas of concern. 

Gordon R., 35, is a depart¬ 
ment store .junior executive. 
It is the policy of Gordon’s 
company to give its em¬ 
ployees a iai.se every two 
years. He will be ,diue for this 
raise in February. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice told Gordon although 
bis company is limited to a 
5.5 per cent general increase 
in its payroll, his individual 
raise this year may be eith¬ 
er more or less than 5.5 per 
cent of his present earnings. 
He may receive the same, a 
larger or a smaller share of 
the company’s payroll than 
he now has. 

Gordon also asked the IRS 
about his housing expe,n.ses. 

He lives in a ten-unit, two 
bedroom, unfurnished apart¬ 
ment complex. Tne building 
has been appraised at $100,- 
000. Each month Gordon 
pays .$180 rent. Most of his 
.neighbors — newer tenants 
— pay $200 a month for sim¬ 
ilar units. 

Gord'on'’s landlord rcce.ntly 
installed a dishwasher in 
each of the building’s ten 


units and replaced the liv¬ 
ing room drapes. The total 
cost for these improvements 
was $3,i)00. 

Because hi.s lease expires 
tliis month, Gordon is con- 
cernod about what .sort of 
rent increases ho can expect. 

The IRS said since at least 
ten per ce.r.l of the similar 
apartments In his buildi'.Tg 
were rented for a higher 
price during the porioci of 
July 16 to August 14, 1971, 
the landlord would be pei'- 
mittod to raise Gordon’s rent 
to that level when the lease 
permits. 

However, they said, the 
improvements in the proper¬ 
ty were not sufficient to jus¬ 
tify an additional rent in¬ 
crease. 

Re.nt raises are allowed 
only for “substantial reha¬ 
bilitation” of property. Ac¬ 
cording to stabilization reg- 
ulatio,ns, thiis means the im¬ 
provements must equal one- 
third or note of the value 
of the property. The estimat¬ 
ed value must include the 
improvement itself. 

'The stabilization director 
said expert advico concern¬ 
ing the new system of econ¬ 
omic controls is available 
between 8 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m., weekdays, at local IRS 
offices. 

In addition to answering 
questions, the IRS also pro¬ 
cesses requests for exemp¬ 
tions and exceptions to the 
stabilization guidelines. Such 
reucsts .sliould be addressed 
to Internal Revenue Service, 
P.O. Box 311, Los Angeles, 
California 90053.
